R  hold  in  grateful  remembrance  the  W'ashhnrn  men  who  o;a\'e  their 
lixes  in  the  great  conflict  and  we  cherish  for  these  men  a  great  hope. 
Seen  from  our  side  the  loss  of  these  dex'oted  \'oung  li\es  looms  large 
as  a  catastrophe,  mitigated  onh-  h_\'  their  heroism  and  self  sacrifice. 
But  o\-er  against  our  sense  of  loss  we  must  place  the  outlook  eternal.  If  we 
can  trust  the  \ision  of  Jesus  that  the  inxisible  and  the  spiritual  are  the  real  and. 
the  ])ermanent,  that  God  li\-es  and  reigns  at  the  heart  of  things,  that  His  nature 
is  Io\e  and  that  He  is  our  Father,  that  the  way  unto  life  is  the  way  of  sacrifice 
and  self-giving,  then  it  follows  just  as  surel_\-  as  the  day  follows  night  that  the 
death  of  these  men  in  a  great  cause  in  the  spirit  of  a  great  consecratimi  was 
not  disaster  hut  in  some  wa}'  it  was  a  C(.)ronation. 

Writing  to  his  mother  from  one  of  the  battlefields  of  Em-ope,  a  gidlant 
young  soldier  expressed  suqjrise  at  the  calmness  and  serenity  with  which  his 
comrades  met  death.  He  said  that  it  caused  the  mercurx-  of  his  optimism  to 
rise  up  to  see  how  they  did  it,  and  that  he  was  at  a  loss  to  disco\-er  the  bigness 
of  the  motive  that  supported  them.  .\nd  then,  all  unconsciously,  this  voung 
man  answered  his  own  query  about  the  bigness  of  the  moti\'e  that  supported 
his  comi-ades  by  casually  remarking.  "After  all.  it  is  not  when  but  how  vou 
die  that  really  matters." 

The  truth  is  that  when  our  bra\-e  men  entered  the  service  of  the  nation  thev 
had  for  the  most  part  definitely  decided  that  life  itself  was  not  too  great  a  price 
to  pa_\'  for  the  pri\-ilege  of  rendering  the  ser\-ice  to  which  thev  were  summoned. 
So  when  death  summoned  them  they  obeyed  the  summons  with  unsurprised 
quietness.  They  had  made  once  for  all  the  great  decision,  and  therefore  when 
death  came  they  were  ready. 

They  fell,  we  say,  in  the  service  of  their  country  and  humanity.  Ves,  to  all 
apjjearances  they  fell,  lint 

"They  fell   to   rise 
Tluy  were  baffled  to  fight  better 
They  sleep  to   wake." 

Their  task  is  far  from  ended.  A  completer  existence  is  begun.  They  ha\'e 
entered  the  ranks  of  a  higher  service.  Their  power  of  help  is  increased  rather 
than  diminished.     They  still  devote  themselves  to  the  cause  of  humanity.

But  the  W'ash- 
hurn  S.-\.T.C".  flourished  and  three  different 
times  was  pronounced  the  best  unit  in  the 
state  by  the  official  state  inspecting  officer. 
To  Captain  Frank  E.  Shaw  and  his  capafile 
lieutenants,  much  credit  is  due  for  this  en- 
\iable  record. 
Chaplain  Shaw's  home  is  at  Diuikirk,  X.  Y.  .\fter  lea\'ing  the  Mohegan 
Lake  School  on  the  Hudson,  he  attemled  the  Universit^•  of  Michigan  and  grad- 
uated from  the  Law  School.  The  da\-  war  was  declared.  Captain  Shaw  sent 
in  his  application  for  an  officer's  training  camp  and  was  sent  to  the  first  O.T.C. 
at  h'ort  Sheridan,  where  he  recei\'ed  a  commission.  He  was  sent  to  Camp  Cus- 
ter, Michigan  with  the  337th  regiment  and  was  later  transferred  to  organize

S.  Arni\-  traniing  detachment,  -\fter  fmu'  months  there  he  was  transferred  to 
Topeka  and  tuok  charge  of  organizing  the  W'ashlnirn  S.A.T.C.  He  was  well 
liked  l)y  all  the  men  in  the  unit  and  pro\'ed  himself  a  real  soldier  by  his  excel- 
lent reciird.  Captain  Shaw  accompanied  the  football  team  on  every  trip  and 
was  an  ardent  sui)pt>rter  of  all  athletics. 

Lieutenant  Clifford  D.  Blackburn,  Adjutant  of  the  post  and  Personnel  Offi- 
cer has  Ijeen  a  student  and  athlete  at  Missouri  L'ni\-ersity.  He  came  to  Wash- 
burn from  h"t.  .SheridaiL  where  he  received  his  commission  last  September. 
The  paper  work  of  the  post  was  kept  in  practically  perfect  condition  by  the 
untiring  efforts  of  Lieutenant  BlackburiL  He  was  a  favorite  with  the  men 
and  if  they  had  any  troubles,  Lieutenant  Blackburn  was  the  man  to  see.

Sheridan,  where 
he  received  iiis  commission  in  September.  He  possessed  a  great  deal  of  en- 
dnrance  and  was  -N-ery  particular  about  drill  work. 

Lieutenant  Frank  J.  ]\Liuk,  Small  arms  Firing  Listructor  and  Commander 
of  Company  Two.  won  his  commission  at  Camp  Pern-.  He  was  an  expert 
with  a  rifle  and  only  the  lack  of  range  deprived  the  men  of  actual  instruction. 
His  lectures  were  extremely  interesting.  Lieutenant  Mnuk  won  a  place  in  the 
hearts  of  all  the  men  who  knew  him.  not  only  those  of  his  own  C(jmpanv,  but 
of  the  whole  post.  He  was  an  ideal  officer  and  Washburn  is  indeed  fortunate 
to  ha\'e  him  enrolled  now  as  a  student.     His  home  is  at  Omaha,  Xeljraska. 

With  such  officers  there  is  little  wonder  that  the  Washburn  unit  ranked  first 
in  the  state.  liut  the  men  of  the  ]iost — just  common  rookies — showed  an  un- 
usual amount  of  ability:  in  his  farewell  speech  to  the  battalion  on  Dec.  g.  Cap- 
tain Shaw  made  this  statement:  "Considering  the  hindrance  of  the  influenza 
e]5idemic,  the  distraction  caused  by  your  academic  duties  and  the  short  time 
since  the  organization  of  the  S.A.T.C.,  you  are  as  good  an  outfit  as  I  e\"er  had." 

There  were  some  300  men  at  the  post,  quartered  and  fed  in  regulation  bar- 
racks. A[(_)st  of  them  had  been  inducted  Oct.  i  and  as  the  "supply"  exceeded 
the  "demand"  an  additional  barracks  had  to  be  built.  The  V.M.C.A.  hut  in 
the  basement  of  Boswell  with  the  "e\er-ready,  ex-er-willing  Mr.  Searle"  as 
.Secretarv,  was  a  big  asset  to  the  unit. 

Dr.  Jeffries,  the  Contract  Surgeon,  will  alwax's  be  renieml>ered  as  a  true 
friend  of  the  boys.  He  managed  the  "flu"  situation  in  a  most  excellent  man- 
ner-having three  separate  S.A.T.C.  hospitals  and  a  corps  of  assistants.  Dr. 
Jefl:'ries  was  full  of  fun.  a  real  live  wire;  and  a  mig-hty  good  doctor.  He  was 
always  with  Captain  Shaw  on  the  football  trips  and  did  much  to  encourage 
the  blue  and  white  ele\-en. 

His  right  hand  assistant  during  the  "flu"  epidemic  was  Mrs.  Bibv,  the  Red 
Cross  Nurse.  She  was  self-sacrificing  at  all  times  and  always  ready  to  wait 
on  her  patients.     The  boys'  gratefulness  to  ]\frs.  Biby  is  unliiuited. 

The  two  month's  of  arm}'  life  accomplished  much  for  the  men  who  axailed 
themsehes  of  the  opportunity.  They  are  better  ph}-sically  and  mentally.  Thev 
know  what  discipline  means  and  they  have  some  conception  of  hardships. 
Guard  duty  at  night,  fire  guard,  X.C.O.C.O.,K.P.,  and  those  other  little  tasks, 
all  helped  to  make  the  man.  The  long  hikes,  the  tiresome  drills,  the  "dry" 
military  lectures,  the  regular  inspections — these  also  had  their  effects  on  the 
eml:)ryonic  soldiers.  But  with  all  the  hardships,  even  during  the  "air  tight" 
(juarantine,  there  was  some  pleasure  and  life  wasn't  such  a  grind  after  all. 

To  many  a  man  of  future  years  the  two  months  of  military  life  at  Wash- 
burn will  be  one  of  the  most  pleasing  reminiscences  of  his  entire  life.

Summary  or  Season. 

IXE  \ictories  and  five  defeats,  third  place  in  the  Kansas  Conference — 

that  is  the  record  of  the  Ichahod  quintet  for  this  past  season.     And 

a  niiyiitv  i^ooil  recurd  it  is  when  compared  with  those  of  pre\ious 

years.      Next  season  Coach  Bearg  expects  \Vaslil)urn  to    win    first 

place  in  the  conference,  and  with  six  of  the  seven  letter  men  back  in  school, 

there  is  little  doubt  but  that  his  hope  will  be  realized. 

Pla3'ing  the  Haskell  Indians  at  Lawrence  on  January  gth,  Washburn  won 
her  first  game  of  the  season  34  -  21.  Two  days  later,  the  blue  and  white  was 
defeated  at  Manhattan  by  the  -Vggie  aggreg'ation  36  -  20.  A  large  crowd 
turned  out  to  see  the  first  home  game  January  25th,  and  they  were  not  dis- 
ajijiointed.  The  Swedes  from  Bethany  College  at  Lindsborg  were  beaten  39  ■ 
34.  The  good  playing  continued  and  on  January  22,  ^Vashburn  won  another 
decision  on  her  home  court,  this  lime  over  St.  JN'Iarys  40  -  }^}^.  On  the  24th, 
Coach  ISearg  took  his  men  down  to  Emporia  and  after  an  exceedingly  close 
game,  won  from  the  College  of  Emporia  by  three  points,  the  score  being  30-27. 
The  first  conference  defeat  was  administered  in  Thomas  Gymnasium  Jan- 
uary 28th  1)}-  the  fast  Baker  bunch.  They  simply  outplayed  the  Ichabods  and 
returned  home  with  the  big  end  of  a  30  -  t8  score.  On  January  31st,  the  Col- 
lege oi  Emporia  played  a  return  game  here  and  lost  34  -  26.  The  other  team 
from  Emporia,  the  Kansas  State  Normals,  made  the  trip  to  Topeka  February 
6th,  and  put  up  a  fight  that  will  long  be  remembered  by  basketball  fans.  At 
the  end  of  the  game  the  score  stood  2^  -  2^.  Ei\e  minutes  later  it  was  still  a 
tie,  30  -  30.  Another  fi\e  minutes  and  each  team  had  made  one  point.  A  rest 
of  10  minutes  was  allowed  the  teams  and  again  they  mixed  for  the  third  extra 
period.  This  time  the  Washburn  (|uintet  worked  like  a  well-regulated  ma- 
chine— not  a  point  for  K.S.X  and  fi\c  for  Washburn.  The  crowd  roared  forth 
its  joy  at  the  36-31  \  ictory. 

Havs  Normal  played  here  Februar)'  12th,  and  won  26-21.  At  one  time 
during  the  game,  \\'ashburn  was  10  points  ahead  of  her  opponents,  but  Hays 
had  the  "i^ep"  and  that's  what  wins.  Haskell  pla^-ed  a  return  game  February 
i_|th,  and  lost  15-27.  The  Indians  hated  to  lose  the  second  time,  and  gave 
"striking"  e\idence  that  their  "war-blcxxl"  was  aroused.  On  February  18th, 
the  team  journeved  to  Baldwin  with  a  determination  to  bake  Baker,  and  they 
almost  succeeded.  The  first  half  ended  with  \\'ashburn  leading  by  three  points. 
In  the  second  half,  Shar])  had  to  Iea\-e  the  game  with  a  sprained  knee.  Thus 
crippled,  the  Ichabods  fought  on  and  ended  up  three  points  behind  the  Meth- 
odists, the  score  being  29  -  26.  St.  Marys  gave  only  a  fair  demonstration  of 
basket  Ijall  on  February  22(1  when  Washburn  played  them  a  return  game  o\\

()1-L\    H.   Dadisman,   American  stu- 
dent  leader  and   f<^reig'n  secretary 
I  if  tlie  Internatinnal  \'(iung  Men's 
Christian  Associatiun  at  Nanking-, 
die<l  at  Slianghai  on  Fel)ruar_\'  9.  1918.     His 
slicrt.    intense  useful   life   deser\-es   a    more 
ciimplete   memorial  than   this.      Charles   M. 
Sheldon,  who  once  made  l^adisnian  the  hero 
of  one  of  his  most  ])(ipular  hooks,  said,  on 
learning-  of  Daclisman's  death,  that  his  life, 
though   short,  had  accomplished  more  than 
inan\'   a   successful   man    who  had  li\ed  his 
three  score  vears  and  ten. 

Though  he  was  born  in  X'irginia,  Kansas 
gladK  insists  upon  the  right  to  call  him  citi- 
zen, for  at  se\enteen  vears  of  age  he  came 
west  and  lived  at  Topeka  from  his  first  en- 
trance into  the  -\cadem\'  at  W  ashl:)urn,  on 
through  his  college  and  i)ost-graduate  work, 
and  through  se\en  }-ears  as  secretaiy  of  the 
State  Committee.  He  took  his  A.B.  degree  from  \A'ashburn  i)i  1905,  and  four 
years  later  his  Master's  degree  in  Philosophy  and  Sociology,  the  latter  degree 
being  earned  while  he  was  tra\-eling  among  the  student  associations  of  Kan- 
sas. Besides  being  successful  in  his  scholastic  work,  Mr.  Dadisman  was  de- 
cidedly actixe  in  athletics  and  other  student  organizations.  I'Or  four  \-ears  he 
])laye(l  football,  being  captain  of  the  terun  tw-o  years.  He  had  three  vears  of 
baseball,  one  of  them  as  captain.  He  was  Senior  Class  president,  a  member 
of  the  college  pa])er  staff,  the  wiinier  of  his  colle,g'e  oratorical  contest,  and  an 
intercollegiate  debater.  He  held  \arious  ])ositions  on  the  Association  cabinet,
